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Frozen Watermelon. — The Washington 
Star states that frozen watermelon is now all 
the rage among the epicures of the Federal 
Capital, and thus describes how the thing is 
got up: 

The melon (select a first-class one in the 
Start, of course), subjected to the freeing pro- 
cess, should be buried in pounded ice, perhaps 
twelve hours previous to uec, and packed care- 
fully away in the coolest place attainable. 
When again brought to light, the melon shows 
an even coating of frost, like dew, upon tbe 
iurface, and, on being cut (lengthwise, by all 
means), a smart, crisp detonation precedes the 
knife in its progress, when the fruit is in per- 
fect condition. Then carve and eat ad 
lilitum. 

Roskcbavs Befori the Battle. — The cor- 
nspondent of the New York Herald, writing 
ot the battle of Cb.icama.uga, says: 

The General, who had been up all night, 
though seriously ill, indefatigable as ever, had 
donned what his staff call "bis fighting coat" 
— a great coat of the style in common use 
among the private soldiers. He had early 
Slung the canteen of his orderly around bis 
own neck, and this, said his staff, who had 
watched and studied bis manners, meant 
"fight." He was to me that morning an in- 
teresting study, for I had found him in a new 
character. He has three distinct characters, 
wbijirtt requires three different circumstances 
Reveal. In garrison, as at Murfreesboro, 
lively, good-natured, pleasant and agreeable, 
fond of social games and conversation, he had 
grown painfully less to one who approached 
him with reverence for him as a great warrior; 
for he could see no traits of it. In movements 
— during his manoeuvres I mean — quick, live- 
ly, v et|8evere, his nerves strung to their greatest 
tension, and somewhat disposed to be excited 
over his plans and calculations, he creates in 
the beholder a curiosity as to bis real nature, 
and one gets bewildered in seeing the opposing 
traits of the man. 

But on the morning of the 19th, when it 
was evident that everything was narrowed 
down to an engagement, bis manner assumed 
a rigid dignity that was painful. He Bpoke 
in low tones, neither soft, nor pleasant, nor 
haisb, nor rough. His nerves become solidi- 
fied, and he is a man of iron. He sees «very- 
thing and notices nothing. He stares and 
says nothing. You speak, and he looks at 
you for a moment and then turns away. All 
instinctively felt on that morning that Iiosey 
T.as not ia his approachable humor; "for, like 
the oracles, he talked, with fate." 

I shall never believe that Rosecrans or 
Thomas entered into the Srst battle of tho 
Cbickamauga with that degree of confidence 
which should have been felt by tbem. There 
appeared to be something over which Rose- 
crans had no control, urging him to battle, 
and the knewledge of it made Thomas, who 
blanches at nothing, look black. 

Gi'erillas in Kkntocky. — We have a re- 
port this morning, from a source which we 
derm reliable, that a body of two or three 
hundred guerillas made their appearance yes- 
terday at a point a few miles back of Bran- 
denburg, Ky. Tbey had made no demonstra- 
tions on the town. We also learn that a con- 
siderable body of guerillas were seen some 
ten miles back of Haweeville on Sunday even- 
ing. These reports may provo untrue, but we 
get them from a pretty direct source. 

The Evansviile Journal says tnat it has reli- 
able information that a considerable number of 

fuerillas have crossed the Tennessee river near 
ort Heiman, coming north. The number 
has been reported as nigh as 5,000, which is 
probably an exaggeration. There is no doubt, 
however, that there are movements now be- 
ing made by these roving bands of thieves 
and murderers, who, hoping to take advan- 
tage of the exigencies of the service which 
calls all our available forces in Tennessee and 
Kentucky to the front, are concentrating their 
forces, in the hope of making a successful fo- 
ray into Kentucky, or even across the Ohio 
river. We are only surprised that they have 
not been earlier in motion, and have not 
caused much trouble aud loss to the Govern- 
ment ere now. 

But now there is no doubt danger is thrjat- 
cning Southwestern Kentucky, and the au- 
thoiilics should tike the most prompt and 
energetic measures to provide against it. 

The extremely low st*ge of all the rivers is 
highly favorable to these predatory incur- 
sions, and the scarcity of troops in the region 
threatened gives these freebooters a prospect 
of success and comparative immunity. Tuerc 
is, however, a reasonable prospect that they 
will find themselves sadly mistaken. Already 
expeditions are organized and organizing in 
Kentucky to meet and baflfle their machina- 
tions and inflict merited punishment on tho 
villains. 

In the meanwhile it becomes the authori- 
?8 of Indiana, Ohio, and Illinois to mike 
preparations, not only to defend our own bor- 
ders, but to send ptompt aid to Kentucky, if 
it should become necessary. — N. A. Ledger.

OS 
tub Rapid Ann. — As an instance of the heart- 
less treachery of the enemy, just at this point 
I will relate the following fact, as one of 
many of a similar nature occurring within a 
tew days. On the morning of the above oc- 
currence the rebel pickets in front of tie 6'.h 
Michigan advanced in a friendly way to the 
bank of the river, and were met in the same 
spirit by our men. A large number of men 
washed themselves in the river on both sides, 
and there was the usual jesting and bantering 
between the parties, the same as has frequent- 
ly been recorded of pickets when not shoot- 
ing at each other. Lieut. Segrix and a pri- 
vate named George Brown, of the Gib. Michi- 
gan, finally started for the river to wash, and 
when near tbe bank the men on the opposite 
side, without giving any notice whatever, 
tired a dozen shots at them. Lieut. Segrix 
escaped uninjured, but his companion was 
-wounded in the leg aud arm, and George C. 
Chandler, of tbe same regiment, was killed. 
Not satirfied with this base act of treachery, 
they fired at and hit one of the men who was 
carrying Brown from the field. 

A Little Ovekwekiuted. — Those who visit 
the sick soldiers and do good in the hospitals, 
occasionally get a gleam of fun among all the 
fad scenes, for any wag who has been to the 
war seldom loses bis humor, though he may 
have lost all else save that and honor. Wit- 
ness a sketch from life: C , good soul, af- 
ter taking all the little comforts he could 
afford to give to the wounded soldiers, went 
into the hospitals for the fortieth time the 
other day, with his mite, consisting of several 
papers of cut chewing tobacco — solace fur the 
wcunded, as he called it. He came to one 
bed, where a poor fellow lay cheerfully hum- 
ming a tune, and studying out faces on the 
papered wall. "Get a fever?" asked 0. "Xo, 
answered tbe poldier. "Got a cold?' 1 "Yes, 
«old lead." "Where? ' "Well, to tell you 
the truth, it's pretty well scattered. First, 
there's a bullet in my right arm — they hain't 
dug that out yet. One in my right leg— hit 
"tbe tone— that fellow hurts. One through 
my left hand— that fell out. And I tell vou 
what, friend, with all this lead in me, I feel, 
generally speaking, a little heavy all over." 

An Eccentric Individual. — The Troy papers 
Tccord the death of Abel Bunnell, a gentleman 
Of considerable means. During a long life be 
bad never eaten an oyster and never touched 
a clam. A lthongh he had sold liquor, he had 
n?ver drank anything stronger than sweet 
He never visited a show. His travels, 
too, were very limited. He had never been 
south of Albany or west of Schenectady. 
The great metropolis was known to him only 
by hearsay. Going to Troy with forty-five 
dollars, he loaned forty dollars, and took a 
mortgage nron some property, which he re- 
tained unt il his dea'h. 

Postal Currency Retired.— Two millions 
and a half of postal currency have been re- 
tired. The issue of the fractional currency 
■which is to take its place was to have com- 
menced on Friday, and six or seven thoasand 
dollars worth were printed, but its appear- 
ance not being satisfactory, its destruction 
•was ordered, and the issue has been indefin- 
itely postponed.

IHON-CLAD8, FORTS, AND BIG GUNS. 

Apart from the interest naturally excited by 
a struggle £0 gallantly sustained, we find, in 
the incidents of the siege of Charleston, many 
lessons of the utmost importance to miliUry 
and naval science. While we are theorizing, 
the Americans are practicing. Our specula- 
tions and experiments proceed side by side 
with the actual work of war across the At- 
lantic, and it behooves us to lose no opportu- 
nity of testing our conclusions by the results 
of the experience there acquired. Unfortu- 
nately, this is not so easy a task as might b? 
supposed. The Americans, from the very be- 
ginning of the war, have adhered to one par- 
ticular system with little deviation, and this 
sjstem happens to have no parallel in our ex- 
periments. The comparison fails, therefore, 
for want of homogeneous quantities. The 
Americans have not tried our modola, and we 
have made no trial of theirs. Besides this im- 
pediment, it is almost impossible to obtaia 
from the seat of war details of such absolute 
accuracy as are required for calculations like 
these. Before we could balance the powers 
of attack and defence, as exemplified in any 
particular operation, we should demand an 
txact description of tbe armament on one 
side, and the protecting works on the other; 
whereas it is usually uncertain what guns are 
en. ployed, or against what defences they are 
directed. We learn the results in general 
terms, tut nothing more. 

Just now, however, we have received a re- 
port which, although leaving much to be con- 
jectured or inferred, does undoubtedly convey 
a remarkable piece of intelligence. It is an- 
nounced, on tbe authority of the General in 
command of the besiegers, that one of the 
Charleston forts — the famous Fort Sumpter — 
has been practically demolished by the fire of 
batteries at a range of two miles or upward. 
This is an extraordinary feat, and, as such, in- 
deed, it seems to hare been regarded by the 
combatants on both sides. The Federal Gen- 
eral Gilmore makes a special report of it to 
bis government, and communicates also an 
opinion of General Heauregard — a most com- 
petent judge — to the effect that the projectiles 
employed were the most destructive missiles 
ever used in warfare. But we are not told 
what these missiles were. Beyond the gen- 
eral compliment to their efficiency we get 
little direct informatien. From the terms in 
which tbey are spoken of, we infer that they 
were shells of some kind, and not solid shot, 
and we also learn that the bombardment lasted 
seven days. 

We collect, too, that some at least, if not 
ell of tbe batteries, were armed with 200- 
pounder Parrott guns, but it is not certain 
what class or classes of ordnance are com- 
prised in tbat designation. Of the number of 
pieces actually employed against the fort from 
day to day, we have no authentic return; and 
though we know that a powerful squadron 
took part in the attack, we cannot tell exactly 
to what extent this co-operation was carried. 
Above all, we have no sufficient account of 
the defences of Fort Sumpter. We know tbat 
it was, in itself, an old-fashioned piece of 
brick-work, and that it had been recently 
strengthened by all the additions and supports 
which tbe ingenuity ot the Confederate en- 
gineers could devise. Still, though cotton 
bales and similar coverings were doubtless 
ustful, they could hot turn a weak place into 
a Strong one, and the shells from the Federal 
batteries appear to have pierced the walls 
through and through. 

Before we offer any remarks on the opera- 
tions thus reported, we wish to give some ac- 
count of another event of the war to which 
attention has not been sufficiently directed. 
A month or two ago a new Confederate iron- 
clad, called the Atlanta, came out from Sa- 
vannah to engage two of the monitors — the 
Weehawken and the Nahant — engaged in 
the blockade of Charleston. Tbe Atlanta was 
a larger and heavier vessel than either of her 
opponents, and carried six guns, whereas the 
monitora carried but two each. But the At- 
lanta's guns were onlv six-inch and seven- 
inch guns, mounted two on each broadside 

and two fore and v.; the guns of the 

monitors, carried in turrets, were fifteen-inch 
pieces, throwing solid shot of 410 pounds 
weight. The Confederate ship commenced 
the action confidently with her pirot guns, 
and fired three shots at the Weehawken, but 
to little purpose. The Weehawken then re- 
plied with one of her monstrous cannon, and 
the first shot, we are told, "virtually decided 
the action." It tore right through the At- 
lanta's side, and knocked down forty of her 
crew. Four other bolts followed, but at the 
fifth discharge the Southerner ran up a white 
flag, and the battle was over. It had lasted 
scarcely fifteen minutes, and was finished 
before the Nahant could get up to take part 
in it. 

The incident is recorded not only with a 
natural gratification on the part of the Feder- 
als, but as a convincing proof of the efficiency 
— which has been somewhat stubbornly con- 
tested — of the Dahlgren guu. We cannot deny 
tbat tbe story is a striking one; but we hap- 
pen, on this occasion, to know something of 
its other side. The victors gave a specinca- 
t on of the ai mament and defences of the cap 
tured ship, and it turns out that the four 
inches of wrought iron plating with which 
she was armed, mean only two layers of iron 
bars, ttro inches thick, placed one over tbe 
other. In short, she was a second Merrimac, 
and though creditable, we dare say, to the 
skill of the shipwrights working undor diffi- 
culties, can baldly be regarded as an efficient 
iron-clad. 

To return, however, to the general question, 
we find two great principles steadily preserved 
in American practice in artillery, the calibre 
of tbe gun and the weight of the shot are 
made as great as possible; in shipbuilding, 
the turret prevails over every other. Those 
principles, too, would appear to be in some 
degree connected, if we are to assume — what 
has not yet been proved— that only turret 
ships can carry very heavy guns. But- nei- 
ther one principle nor the other has yet b?en 
n cognized in this country. We are building 
turret ships, it is true, among other models; 
but we have not giren them any preference, 
while such a thing as a four hundred pounder 
or a five hundred pounder guu has not been 
conceived. Our artillerists, indeed, have ex- 
plicitly condemned the very doctrine on 
which the Dahlgren system of ordnance is 
bated — that of throwing heavy projectiles with 
lew velocities — and prefer to rely on velocity 
rather than weight. It must be remembered, 
however, ss explanatory in some degree of the 
contrast between the two systems, tbat the 
Americans are shaping all their efforts accord- 
ing to the exceptional requirements of a 
special emergency. They build their ships for 
coast woik and harbor service only. It is by 
no means certain that any one of tbe iron- 
clads engaged in the siege of Charleston 
could be sent to sea in safety. They 
were intended only for such work as they 
bave been performing, whereas tbe con- 
ditions of our experiments are far more ex- 
tensive. Nevertheless, until our inquiries 
have been aided by further evidence, it would 
be unwise to assume tbat we are right or that 
the Americans are wrong. The iron-clads 
were once beaten off by the Charleston forts. 
They have now been more successful ; but it 
germs as if the shore batteries left them only 
an inferior part in the performance. Before 
we can form, however, any safe conclusions, 
it will be necessary to ascertain with accuracy 
what means were employed on each occasion 
on either side, and in what respects either the 
attack or defence had improved or degenera- 
ted between the first assault and the second. 
At present we see that the assailants have not 
only gained considerable advantages, but have 
achieved a very remarkable feat. If Fort 
Sumpter were a good specimen of a modern 
fort, we should say that forts had been fairly 
beaten by guns; bat we know the fort was 
only a piece of patch-work, and we are by no 
means sure that it was effectively armed. We 
therefore suspend our judgment, and content 
ourselves with indicating the successive inci- 
dents which this war produces lor our instruc- 
tion and guidance. 

Sebenade to Major-Generals Hooker 
and BuTTKiiFiKLn. — Last night, about eleven 
o'clock, the friends and admirers of M i or- 
General Joseph Hooker, to the number of 
several hundred, assembled in front of the 
Burnet House to serenade "Fighting Joe " 
After the band bad played several national 
airs, General Hooker appeared on the bdeo- 
ny. in full dress uniform, and was introduced 
to the people by Thos. G. Mitchell, Ksq. The 
General, who was greeted with vociferous 
cheering, said: 

"I can scarcely tell you how deeply sensible 
I am for this compliment and honor you have 
seen fit to bestow upon me. I cannot but 
express my sincere thanks now, with tbe 
hope that you will approve hereafter of what 
I moy do, for I intend to show ray acts and 
deeds in the field. I hope soon to be combat- 
ing the enemy, and take part with other gen- 
tlemen, when you shall bear from me through 
my artillery and musketry. I will not talk 
to you any more to-night; but, when I am 
through my duties in the field, I will talk to 
yr,u until you get tired of hearing me. Good 
night — farewell." 

The General retired amid loud applause, 
and the band struck up the air "Rally Round 
tbe Fiag." Loud cries for Maior- General But- 
terfield, chief of staff to Gen. Hooker, brought 
that gentleman to the portico, who was also 
introduced by Mr. Mitchell. 

Gen Butterfield thanked tha people for the 
greeting given bim, and regarded it as con- 
tradictory to the report that the soldiers' cause 
in Cincinnati had but little sympathy. He was 
going to the field, where he proposed to per- 
form bis duty, and 4f the people would attend 
to the enemy at home, the soldiers would at- 
tend to the enemy in the field. 

The band played, the people cheered, and 
the serenade was oyer.— Qin. Eng. 



New Albanv. Ind. 
To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

In the last letter of your correspondent 
"Dora," written at Bardstown, Ky., the fol- 
lowing paragraph appeared, which has awak- 
ened in my own mind many sad reminiscences 
of the past: 

"Kentuckians generally are not aware of the 
associations and prestige that give Bardstown 
pre-eminent rank amongst tbe lesser towns ot 
the State. It was once the home and nursery 
place of genius, talent, and legal lore. The 
names of Hardin, Rowan, Wickliffe, Slaugh- 
ter, and Hays, have cast a halo over the spot, 
whose radiance still lingers and emits rare 
and glorious gleams of light. Louis Phillippe, 
in bis wanderings in America, sojourned here 
for awhile — and, in after days, the crown on 
his brow did not make him forget the beauti- 
ful hospitalities extended to tbe exiled Prince, 
and in grateful remembrance he sent, from 
that sunny land over the seas, a wondrous 
clock, as a gift to the town from the royal 
guest." 

The names and fame of Hardin, Rowan, 
Wickliffe, and Slaughter are familiar to the 
reading and intelligent public. But how few 
have heard of tbe brilliant, the gifted, but un- 
fortunate Hays? Tbe legal attainments, the 
biting, devouring sarcasm of Hardin; the 
stately eloquence of Rowan; whetherlatthe fo- 
rum grapling with the grandeur of enlightened 
reason, the more abstruse political sciences, 
or addresssicg a promiscuous audience of their 
fellow-citizens, on questions of State or na- 
tional policy, have given them a name and 
character which dims not with passing time. 
The Hon. Charles Wirk'irle, still lingering on 
tbe shores of time, experiences in bis nearer 
avipioa.h to the tomb, the vanity of the poet s 
graphic words, that the 

"Lest s enes of all, 

That ends this itrango eventful history, 
Is second ebiMi.bnej-s, aud more otlivion." 

And the exiled Prince, "Lou s Phillippe," 
once the"Royal Guest" of Bardstown, will 
be held in grateful remembrance in the hearts 
of future generations, as long as that "Won- 
drous Clock" shall mark the flight of time. 
But the memory of the impassioned orator 
and poet, Hays, is fast passing from the mind 
of men. Few men of his country, or the age 
in which ';e lived, swept the poetic lyre with 
nobler, loftier, sweeter strains. Few, who 
gathered for the mental feast, such rich and 
glorii us intellectual bouquets of thought or 
sentiment. Few, whose minds moved with 
such restless activity, or gleamed with more 
intense brilliancy. But, alas, like too many 
gifted minds, in an evil hour be yielded to 
the tempter, became the victim of intemper- 
ance, and early in life was cut down by a 
premature and violent death. 

Many years ago, a relative of the writer, 
Hon. Thomas Speed, of Bardstown, in speak- 
ing of Hays, remarked that "many of his can- 
tos bore tbe impress of the most exalted ge- 
nius, and were not surpassed by the most 
touching and brilliant passages of Cbilde 
Harold. Major Speed was himself a man of 
superior mental endowments, highly culti- 
vated, and possessed far more than ordinary 
poetic tastes. His admiration for the poetry 
of Hays, as, indeed, for the prose efforts of 
this peculiarly gifted and eloquent Kentuck- 
iap, was unbounded. In one word, he re- 
gardtd bim as the most intellectual man of the 
Commonwealth. 

I have recently learned that some of his 
poetry is still extant in manuscript form, and 
a few persons living who have a knowledge 
of bis early and eventful life, his mental hab- 
its and labors, bis productions, both of prose 
and poetry, and bis sad, untimely death. 

May I not suggest that your fluent and 
classic correspondent, "Dora," shall collect 
and embody in a brief biography the impor- 
tant incidents of his life, incorporating with 
it such fragments of prose and poetry as may 
be obtained, with such comments and criti- 
cisms as may be dictated in reviewing the life 
of one so gifted and yet so little known. 
Yonr correspondent has the facilities for com- 
piling such a biography — living where the 
poet lived and labored, where he was tempted 
and fell, and in the midst of those who were 
personally conversant with hi3 history and 
wept over his tragic death. The literary and 
historic fame ot Kentucky deuiauiis tnat the 
name cf her gifted but wayward son should 
not be buried in forgetfulness, but inscribed 
on the roll of famo with those illustrious namej 
that shall live while time endures. 

To rescue this noble and godlike mind 
from impending oblivion I know of no one 
whose qualifications better fit them for the 
pleasant task than your graceful and spark- 
ling correspondent, "Dora." No man who 
has ever appeared at the Bar of Kentucky gave 
brichter promise for intellectual greatness 
and glory. An enthusiastic student, with 
ceaseless ardor he was pressing onward in his 
legal career to a sucee'sful and splendid tri- 
umph, when, suddenly, just as hrignt visions 
of the future were opening up to his expand- 
ing genius, and affording him glimpses of glo- 
ry 'eircling the lofty summit of fame, he was 
arrested by the consuming enemy of humani - 
ty's worst enemy — intemcebance — nature 
gave way to the destroyer, and his mined 
ceased from its labors. 

That a son of Kentucky, whose mind, nat- 
urally endowed with all the elements of true 
greatness, radiant with the glow of poetic fire, 
so godlike in its attributes, should be stricken 
down in early life, cannot fail to awaken feel- 
ings of profound regret; and every true heart- 
ed Kentuckian is ready to exclaim, Wball and 
bas balf a century passed away since that sor- 
rowful event, and no record ye' made to com- 
memorate his worth? 

Most of your rtaders, with mysel' — more es- 
pecially those who have passed the meridian 
of life, to w hom the lamented orator and poet 
was personally known, would be delighted to 
hear from "Dora" on this interesting theme.

The Courier thinks that all Mississippi and 
much of Alabama are to be surrendered with- 
out further struggle, and the Alabama river 
made the rebel line of defence. 

The Miseissippian is now published at Sel- 
ma, Alabama. 

Tbe Appeal admitted, in its issue of Aug. 
31, tbat a failure to preserve East Tennessee 
would be the last feather that would break 
the camel's back. 

Tbe post of Natchez is under command of 
Brigadier General W. L. Gresham. Miior 
George C. McKee, of the 11th Illinois, is Pro- 
vost Marshal. During the two months that 
Natchez bas been garrisoned by Federal troops 
not a collision has occurred between citizen 
and soldier. 

A dash was made by the rebel civalry od 
tbe 14th into Vidalia, opposite Natchez, but 
with considerable los3 to themselves. Hardly 
uny sickness exists in Natchez and vicinity. 

Confederate money was offered in Natchez 
at five cents on ibe dollar, but found no pur- 
chasers, although the Federal authorities have 
not interfered, but allow tbe freest circulation 
of the worthless stuff. 

At Rrdney, Miss., on the 13th, a company 
of rebel cavalry surrounded a church, during 
set vice, and fired into tbe congregation, 
wounding several ladies. Tbey captured a 
gunboat captain, an ensign, and fifteen Fede- 
ral sailors. — Memphis Bulletin, 2Uh.

Several men 
have been arrested, and are now in iron.'; upon 
one of whom a cipher was found, which, be- 
ing translated, disclosed instructions to de- 
stroy all steamers that can be of any service 
to the government. The matter is being thor- 
oughly investigated. 

New York, Oct 1. 

The Richmond Examiner of the 29th says 
that Gen. Lee has officially communicated to 
bis government that Howard's and Slocum's 
corps, of the Army of the Potomac, have gone 
to Rosecrans. It is also said tbat Rosecrans 
has been reinforced by Grant to the amount 
of 16,000 men. 

Tbe Examiner says Gen. Lee will act as his 
military judgment best dictates. 

A rebel despatch dated Sept. 20, says that a 
most disastrous affair had occurred to the 
Federals in Louisiana. This concurs with 
rumors that Gen. Weitzel had been defeated 
and killed by Gen. Dick Taylor, at Napoleon, 
Louisiana. 

General Bragg states that the fruit3 of the 
battle of Chickamauga at T,000 prisoners, of 
whom 2,000 are mounted, 36 pieces of artil- 
lery, 25 stands of colors and guidons, and over 
15,000 small arms. 

General Lee issued, on the 21th, a congrat- 
ulatory order to tbe Army of Virginia on 
General Brsgg's victory.

Lockout Mountain held by Hood's division, 
now under Gen. Jenkins. 

It is not supposed an assault will be made, 
as we command the situation and need not 
sacrifice our troops. 

Rosecrans has two lines of defence, GOO 
jards apart. 

Gen. Longstrect commands the river and 
railroad below Chattanooga. 

Our loss in killed and wounded will not ex- 
ceed 12,000.

Cotton from Buazil.— The Editors of tie 
New York Journal of Commerce have been 
shown by a merchant representing one of the 
oldest and most respectable American houses 
in Brazil, several samples of cotton grown 
there, and sent from Pernambuco. The first 
is a sample of sea island, grown from Ameri- 
can seed, and, having a long fibre of the finest 
texture, seems to possess all the characteristics 
of the best qualities seen in our markets. Ac- 
companying this is a sample of native tree 
cotton, ginned by American machines, which 
are being introduced in Brazil with muchsuc- 
cees. This sample is equal to fair American, 
and as the tree is perennial, it may be easily 
grown to an unlimited extent A consider- 
able increase in the production of South Amer- 
ican cotton is anticipated, as the high prices 
realized have given the planters more capital, 
and the use of American machinery will give 
it much better repute with manufacturers. 
The exports from Pernambuco have already 
increased from 23,000 bales in the years 1861 
and 1862 to over 40,000 for 1863, and a yield 
of more than 70,000 is promised for the com- 
ing year. As the balance of trade with Bra- 
zil is already so largely against us, it would 
be exceedingly desirable to take advantage of 
these new openings for commerce, as weil as 
the kindly feeling always existing among 
Brazilians towards this country (and now 
more strongly developed than ever, since the 
recent affairs with Mr. Christie and the Brit- 
ish Admiral), by establishing a direct steam 
communication. 

Rebel Barbarity.— The Cerinth Chanti- 
cleer says two men of the 18th Missouri, sta- 
tioned at Chewalla, were, a few days ago, 
found in a dying condition a short distance 
fiom the picket line. Their bodies exhibited 
marks of the most brutal violence, both be- 
ing castrated. When the war broke out 
there lived in that neighborhood two families 
named respectively Hill and Taylor. The 
Taylor family were Union people, and the 
Hill family rebels. The Hills have been 
and are still in the rebel guerilla ser- 
vice, and Taylor has acted ad a Uuion 
stout About a week ago, Taylor, while 
on some business, was at one of the pick- 
et posts, when they were surprised by 
guerillas, and were all taken prisoners. Tay- 
lor and another scoat who accompanied him, 
were at once recognized by the rebels, and 
they were surprised to find their old enemy, 
Hill, among them. It was at once .decided to 
kill them, and ihey were both shot and left 
for dead, not, however, until the brutal na- 
ture of Hill was exhibited by castrating both 
of tbem. The men were found sometime at- 
tewards, and Taylor was yet alive and able to 
state who his murderers were. The mothers 
of the murdered and murderers are now living 
in Corinth; 

Newspaper Enterprise — Trickery of the 
Gazette and Commercial Proprietors — "Sour 
Grapes," ice. — Since the late battle of Chicka- 
mauga the Gazette and Commercial Editors 
have been entertaining their readers with edi- 
torials of their enterprise, the former with fur- 
nishing the first exclusive account, and the 
latter in giving the fullest and fairest descrip- 
tion after the battle was over. It is refresh- 
ing to those in the secret to observe with what 
cool impudence the Editors aforesaid dress up 
tbeir own respective interests, and studiously 
avoid giving to the puoiic the true facts con- 
nected with the enterprise, as if "one was 
f fraid and tiie other dare not.' 1 The Gazette's 
account appeared in Friday's issue, and that 
ot the Commercial oo Monday morning — each 
so different that to the reader it might be safe- 
ly inferred tbat two different battles had been 
fenebt with equally different results. The 
Gazette's correspondent, Furay, had as an as- 
sociate and companion that very veracious 
correspondent, Shanks, of the New York 
llerult*, a paper proverbial for truth and ve- 
racity. The publications in the Gazette and 
Herald, it is alleged, were premature, and that 
ro such disasters occurred to tbe Federal army 
as therein represented. The Gazette being ia 
snch excellent company as the Herald, its 
long-winded account of incideats that likely 
never occurred, and egotistic allusions of the 
personal adventures and bravery of the wri- 
ter, must needs be digested with caution. But 
to tbe facts connected with the enterprise, &c. 
On Thursday morning last the Gazette and 
Herald correspondents arrived from the battle- 
field in this city. Mr. Shanks, of the Now 
York Herald, missing connection with tbe 
morning train, was employed to assist the 
Gtzette man to prepare the account of tne 
battle for his paper. During the afternoon 
the Commercial folks learned what was going 
on in the Gazette establishment and at once 
determined not to be beaten, if possible. 
The Herald Shanks was hunted up, and a 
tender of $150 was offered bim for a full ac- 
count of the battle for the Commercial. Sh.inks 
accepied the gnenback offer, and was in the 
act of commencing tbe labor, when a notifi- 
cation was served upon him that if the Com- 
mercial was furnished with the account, as 
promised, the Gazette would telegraph their 
arm ription of the battle to the New York 
Tribune. A check for $100 or upward and 
tbe threat succeeded in inducing Mr. Shanks 
to break bis contract with the Commercial, 
and tbe latter was prevented from accom- 
plishing its purposes to publish the details as 
thty appeared in the Gazette. The editorial 
of the Commercial on Friday morning, dou- 
ble-leaded, indicated that the Editor had been 
eating sour grapes the day previous. The 
G« zette, on the other hand, has been exulting 
over tbeir success every day, and on yesterday 
bad the i ffrontery to pitch in geoerally, p.n i 
to Ibe Tribune correspondent particularly, viz: 

"The Tribune's correspondent was at Cin- 
cinnati. He took the Gazette's account, fixed 
it over, and telegraphed it through for the 
Tribune of Saturday, in which it appeared as 
the highly intelligent letter of "our own cor- 
respondent" and an eyewitness of the terrible 
struggle. This is enterprise made easy."

FROM BKFOBK CHATTANOOGA. 

Camp near Chattanoooa, Tbnn., ) 
September 23, 1803. ' J 

We do not deem it good policy to speculate 
upon, or make known, the programme of a 
campaign until facts develop themselves. We 
merely mention this en passant as what your 
numerous and respectable readers might 
charge us with being guilty of, i. e. "dilatory 
in giving the news," is for the good of the 
cause in which we are irreparably engaged, 
body and soul. 

The t01lowing""way-side jottings from our 
journal" are, as far as they go, reliable: 

Sunday, August 30, the 2d division of the 
grand Army of tbe Cumberland left Belle- 
tonte, Ala., and on the following day our (Gen. 
Johnson's) division crossed tbe Tennessee 
river on pontoons, below Stevenson. 

Wednesday, September 2, we crossed S ind 
Mountain. 

Friday, 4tb, we travelled in the direction of 
Rome, Ga. 

Thursday, 10th, our division made the as- 
cent of Lookout Mountain, and have been 
marching and countermarching from that 

time np to 

Thursday, 17th — When we changed our 
course, and took the road direct to Chatta- 
nooga. We have been in Georgia, but no 
nearer than within ten miles of Rome. 

Friday, 18th— The rebs opened the ball in 
earnest. Our division was ordered into line 
of battle in the evening, but was not engaged 
until nightfall. On Saturday and Sunday we 
were briskly engaged, and our brigade (3d of 
Johnson's division) suffered considerably, be- 
ing very much exposed to the enemy's move- 
mi nts on our left flank. Ourboys maintained 
their usual courage and firmness, however, 
though they had to contend with overwhelm- 
ing numbers. The rebs fought like hell- 
hounds (as they are), being stimulated with 
whiskey — and ihey steadily advanced (or 
rather staggered) on onr men, whilst tbey had 
aline left to advance. Our brigade met them in 
a band to band encounter, driving and being 
driven in turn, until the field of strife wa<i 
literally strewn with the dead and wounded 
of both sides. It was a gory field, indeed — if 
anything, surpassing that of Stone's Riverl 
Johnston s division was placed on the extreme 
left, in line of battle, for what purpose we 
cannot Imagine; but it was out of the usual 
fighting programme, tbey belonging to the 
ri^ht wing. In this position we had to con- 
tend with a harassing movement of the ene- 
my on our flank for sometime, and once suc- 
ceeded in pushing skirmishers in our rear, 
thus placing us bctWi;ou two tires. This 
they accomplished by stealthily creeping 
around a field, whilst we were busily en- 
gaged with the enemy in front By a dex- 
trous and strategic movement we managed 
to withdraw our force from this dangerous 
position, but not until many a brave suui fell 
to rise no more. Colonel P. P. Baldwin, of 
tbe 6lh Indiana, commanding the 0i brigade, 
fell from bis horse in the earlier part of tbe 
engagement, supposed to bo mortally wound- 
ed. He bad sebed a flag, which had fallen 
from the bands of one of our slain color-ser- 
geants, and, waving it aloft, amid the confu- 
sion, shot, and shell of the enemy, was gal- 
lantly leading his brigade to meet a charge 
of the enemy, when he fell, wounded, be- 
tween the two lines. He was supposed to be 
mortally wounded, but late denouements report 
bim living and a prisoner in the hands of the 
enemy. Lieut. Col. Tripp, commanding the 
6ih regiment Indiana volunteers, was severely 
wounded in the leg, on Sunday. The boae is 
shattered below the knee, and it is feared am- 
putation will be necessary. Captain Samuel 
Russell, Co. D, 6th Indiana, was killed on the 
fieM. • 

Being very much indisposed myself, I can- 
rot give you a detailed account of th; fight, 
nor en accurate list of the killed and wounded 
of our brigade. The number of wounded is 
considerable, as they came into the city ia 
Hocks on Sunday. We have taken an im- 
mense number of prisoners; but the rebs have 
also taken a number of our men. The tide of 
bat le was continually changing, and is not yet 
decisive. On Suuday morning, the fight was 
forced on "old Kosy," as he did not wish to 
further engage the enemy until reinforcements 
en-Wed. We have had to contend with supe- 
rior numbers this lime, and no mistake. Tho 
reb^risopers tauntingly tell us that we are not 
fighting Bragg now, but the Armr of the 
Potomac! And so we find it! The flower of 
the rebel army.witb some of their ablest Gener- 
als, are here. I.ongstreet D.W. Hill, and Ewell 
are chiefly in command, assisted by forces from 
Lee's nrmy, |Brngg's, Buckner's, Hardee's, 
Johnston's, Polk's, etc. They say that they 
lave "bagged" Rosy at last, and they esti- 
mate their fighting force at from 100,000 to 
140,000 men I We havo all confidence in "old 
Rosy;" but we do not thiuk he anticipated 
having to contend with such numbers. Sun- 
day's was a hard day's fight Col. Strong, 
!'3d Ohio V. L, was severely wounded in the 
LrefcSt, but is still liviug. The 93i fought 
like veterans— hard and earnestly — as did ev- 
ery regiment in the 3d brigade. Many excel- 
lent officers fell on the field. Major Thomas- 
pod, 5lh Kentucky (Louisville Legion), was 
killed. The regiment will average near 100 
iu killed, wounded, and missing. As the bat- 
tle is not yet over nothing definite can be as- 
certained up to this time (Wednesday the 23d 
instant). All day Monday our army was ob- 
stinately falling back. Fell back yesterday, 
also, to tbe south bank of the Tennessee 
river, investing Chattanooga. This morn- 
irg our line of battle extends from a 
high peak in Lookout mountain to the 
river bank, a distance of several miles, 
and six deep. We bave a good position if we 
can only hold it until reinforcements arrive. 
The rebels are massing their forces on the 
mountain. They are throwing shells toward 
us to-day, but with li ".tie effect They are 
also making a fUnk movement toward the 
river. We cannot account for the delay in 
reinforcements arriviog from Burdside's army, 
I ut if he has had to contend with rebel ctv-tl- 
ry, as ii represented, it may account for bis 
protracted delay.

We had been already remov- 
ing cur sick and wounded to the north side of 
tbe river, with a view ef seeding them to 
Bridgeport or Stevenson for tretlment and 
further transportation. They ar:i being sent in 
trains to Bridgeport to-day. The weather is 
clear and cool — one blessing at any rate for 
cur wounded. It makes tbe heart sick to be- 
hold cur dear, brare comrades in arms maimed 
and mutilated by the hands of rebel outlaws, 
wbo disregard all law, order, and justice, and 
who fear neither God, man, nor the devil! 
But the day of reckoning is coming— if it is 
notalreadj here — and the loyal soldier, who 
ever stood true to the "old flag," will bave 
great came for rejoicing in peace and a Union 
restored; and be will have the satisfaction of 
beholding the traitors of his country subdued 
and going down to

TKRRI11LE ACCIDENT AT THE MAXWELL 
BARRACKS. 

One of the most startling and fatal accidents 
occurred in our city yesterday that we have 
ever been called upon to chronicle. The scene 
of the sad disaster, so fraught with human suf- 
fering, was the unfinished building, situated 
i on the corner of Church and Cherry streets, 
known as the Maxwell House, which is used 
as a barracks for our soldiers. At the time of 
the accident about six hundred Confederate 
prisoners were confined there, in the upper or 
filth story. At the signal for breakfast, tho 
prisoners rushed to the head of the stairs, on 
their way to the dining-room, all gayety and 
thoughtlessness. The rush was so sudden and 
their weight so great that the stairs gave way 
with a loud crash, and one hundred of the 
prisoners were suddenly precipitated, <with a 
perfeet avalanche ot broken and scattering 
timbers, through two sets of flooring, to the 
third floor, where they landed one quivering 
mass of bleeding, mangled humanitv. Two 
(whose names we have been unable to learn) 
were instantly killed, and the whole of them 
more or less injured. Many of them were 
frightfully disfigured, having their legs, arms, 
cr heads broken. 

The news of the accident spread rapidly 
through the city, and in a short time the 
streets in the Ticinity were crowded with per- 
sons anxious to learn the extentot the terrible 
affair. 

Guards were immediately thrown around 
the building to prevent the unfortunate suff- 
erers, wbo were now being removed from the 
wreck, from being crowded. Ambulances 
were hurried to the spot, and the misguided 
and suffering Confederates, who had braved 
the dangers of many a hard fought battle to 
be maimed for life by an accident were taken 
to the prison hospital. Here they were attend- 
ed by our surgeons and nurses with all the 
kind and tender care that could bave been 
shown a Federal soldier wounded under the 
stars and stripes fighting for the Union. The 
secesh ladies also waited on them with an un- 
tiring devotion that would reflect honor on a 
more rith eou« cause. One of the injured pris- 
oners, a mere strippling, who had been cap- 
tured several times before, remarked that he 
"would not care balf so much if he had taken 
his breakfast" 

In another part of the building were some 
Union refugees, lately arrived from Northern 
Georgia. Upon the occurrence of the fatal 
accident, some of the men rushed to the res- 
cue among the foremost. One of them found 
among the sufferers three of his neighbors 
from Georuia, who had long since left their 
homes tor the rebel service. Another refugee 
found his son, who bad been conscripted, and 
of whom be bad not heard in sixteen months. 
A third encountered a brother from Texas, 
from wbnm he had been separated eight years. 
Snch are tbe sad and impressive scenes, which 
can scarcely be called strange in this unnat- 
ural war. 

Though many of the prisoners are badly 
hurt ana will be crippled for life, we are told 
that cot more than four or five are likely to 
die from the effects of their injuries. 

We will here remark that the present effi- 
cient commander of the barracks. Captain 
Lakin, of the S9th Ohio, is in no way to blame 
for the accident, for he has frequently warned 
the inmates of the barracks against crowding 
around tbe stair- ways.

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B^"Gen. Lee, as appears from the Rich- 
jnond Examiner, has officially communicated 
lo the rebel Government that Howard's and 
JSlocum's corps, of Meade's army, have gone to 
Reinforce Rosecrans. If they have gone or 
etarted, Lee no doubt learned it immediately, 
lor there are thousands of spies, many of them 
5n the disguise of quiet Union citizens, and 
ethers in the disguise of Union officers and 
Boldiers, ready at all times to communicate to 
lim whatever occurs within our lines, whilst 
at seems almost impossible for Meade to learn 
tvhat is taking place within the lines of the 
enemy. If Lee is sure that Meade has been 
weakened to the extent of two divisions and 
not strengthened from other quarters, he may 
deem this his opportunity to strike a blow 
unless be himself has been correspondingly 
weakened, as we believe he has. We think, 
that, just at present, all is likely to remain 
"quiet upon the Potomac," and that the rebel 
information as to the depletion of the Army of 
the Potomac will have no other effect than to 
cause the sending of further reinforcements 
/rem the Army of Virginia to Bragg. 

Gen. Bragg, according to the Richmond Ex- 
aminer, makes out that he achieved a great 
tuccess in the late battle, capturing seven 
thousand prisoners, thirty-six pieces of artil- 
lery, and over fifteen thousand small arms. 
Brapg is greatly given to exaggeration, but 
We are not at all encouraged by the fact that 
bo reliable or direct intelligence as to particu- 
lars or even generals comes from official quar- 
ters on our own side. Rebel despatches from 
Atlanta report some important advantages in 
position as having been gained bv the rebels 
since the battle, such as the occupation of 
Lookout Mountain by Hood's division, the oc- 
cupation of the railroad and river below Chat- 
tanooga by Longstreet's command, and the 
crossing of the Tennessee river by Wheeler's 
cavalry, but rebel despatches from such 
sources are false nine times in ten or nineteen 
in twenty. If those above-mentioned were 
true, our situation would certainly be critical. 
We earnestly hope at any rate, that, it Rose- 
crans is to have effective reinforcements, he 
will not be long in getting them. 

HSf The Nashville Press, a conservative 
psper, has a judicious article in favor of the 
Kentucky platform. We are glad to see this. 
We have no doubt, that, whenever a civil 
election shall take place in Tennessee, the con- 
test, if there be a contest, will be made by the 
whole body of the conservatives upon the 
Kentucky platform by general consent. It is the 
platform of doctrines which the great mass of the 
Union men of Tennessee, in spite of the indus- 
trious exertion of abolition influences, warm- 
ly and heartily approve, and any fair or even 
half- fair election will assuredly prove this fact. 
It is important, highly important, that Tennes- 
see and Kentucky stand together, it is highly 
and equally important to both, and therefore 
we are glad to feel the utmost confidence that 
there will be no doubt or misgiving or hesita- 
tion ob' the part of eithsr as to the ground, 
which, in standing together, they shall occupy. 

Conservative Union Conventions in New 
York,Massachnsetto,Pennsylvaniaand perhaps 
other Eastern States.bave adopted the Kentuc- 
ky platform,and we trust to see the same thing 
done in all the loyal States. This platform, if not 
the only one, is certainly the best, upon which 
the whole conservatism of the nation, in op- 
position to radicalism on the one hand and 
disunionism on the other, can unite. Partisan 
violence and a rage for ascendency may lead 
some sincere Union men in the loyal States to 
take position for a time on one side of this 
platform, and some to take position for a time 
on the other, some deviating in the direction 
of Republicanism, and some in the direction 
of opposition to the prosecution of the 
war for the suppression of the rebellion, 
but we trust that all of them will soon see, 
that, in a united effort to establish the princi- 
ples upon which the government of the coun- 
try shall be conducted, their truest, wisest, and 
most statesmanlike policy will bo to take the 
Kentucky platform as the common battle- 
ground against all enemies. 

We would not, except perhaps as a choice 
between very great evils, advocate the elec- 
tion of any man to the Legislature, any man 
to Congress, any man to the Governorship, in 
any State, or of any man to the Presidency of 
the United States, who repudiates the Ken- 
tucky platform. 

JSayWe are in no pirticular hurry to have 
Charleston taken, if Gilmore and Dahlgren 
are not entirely ready to undertake the task. 
We own to a little anxiety to bear that the 
fangs have been extracted from the venomous 
rattlesnake, but we can bide our time. It is 
ovtr three weeks now since the rebels evacu- 
ted Forts Gregg and Wagner and our troop3 
took possession of the whole of Morris Island. 
Since that time not ft shot has been fired by 
our fleet or ar»»y which has "advanced the 
war." We suppose the military opera- 
tions are now to be regarded as finished 
until the Monitors can enter the harbor, 
behind where Fort Sumpter once was, 
and that cannot be done until the torpedos 
and other obstructions are removed. We of 
the Western rivers know what "snags" are, 
and we would rather venture among them than 
thoee engines of destruction with which rebel 
ingenuity has impeded the navigation of 
Charleston harbor. We know that Gilmore 
with his guns commands the city of Charles- 
ton and that he can open the bombardment at 
any moment, but we shall "possess our souls 
with patience" until the General and the Ad- 
miral give the signal, and then let the city be 
rained upon with avenging fires as the city 
belched its rebel venom against Sumpter two 
years ago. 



"If Rosecrans's army has been defeated, 
Brogg's army has been defeated too. Rose- 
crans failed in bis attempt to whip Bragg, but 
Bragg failed in his attempt, so important to the 
Southern Confederacy, to wrest Chattanooga 
from Rosecrans. That great stronghold, without 
which the Southern Confederacy cannot live, 
has been and is the main object of contention 
between the opposing armies, and it is in 
our possession. God grant that it may thus 
remain. 

The result of the late battle disappointed 
both the Government at Washington and the 
Government at Richmond, but the former less 
than the latter. The failure of the rebels, 
after all their concentration of forces, to 
achieve a decisive result is felt by them, amid 
their feeble exultations over some little ad- 
vantages, as a dreadful blow. 



' A leading Southern journal says that 
"President Davis exclaimed in a circle of 
friends at the rebel capital, that he would 
snatch Tennessee from the clutches of the Fed- 
eral forces if it took the united armies of the 
South to accomplish it." Well, he has wield- 
ed the great mass of the armies of the South 
for the purpose, and has not accomplished it. 
If he chooses to try the whole mass, we shall 
see whether he will succeed any better. 

Rosecrans failed to recover Georgia at the 
first blow. But the object is well worth two 
blows, and we trust that thj second will be 
struck with smashing power. 

t&" The battle beyond Chattanooga was to 
us a matter of victory or repulse. To the 
rebels it was a matter of life or death. The 
result is, that the end of the rebellion is post- 
poned. If we had defeated Bragg, the whole 
cnuse of the rebellion would have been lost. 
As we failed to defeat him, a little time is lost. 
A very little, we hepe. 

JtaTThe Government has no right to erect 
itself into a despotism, and an individual has 
as little to erect himself into a rebel.

the Invalid Costs. — The following 13 the 
substance of the latest information from the 
Provost Marshal General's office defining the 
way that applications should be made for 
appointments in the Invalid Corps; it being 
understood that none are eligible but such as 
have been or still are in service, and who 
have become unfit for further active service 
from disability contracted in the line of duty. 
It is no longer necessary, or sufficient, that 
the names of officers still in service shall be 
placed on ordinary Invalid rolls, for transfer 
10 the corps, but each officer must make bis 
own application in the way and with the tes- 
timonials specified below; and even such as 
may have been heretofore enrolled for trans- 
fer must, in order to get their appointments 
from the Secretary of War, still make their 
individual applications. There must be a 
letter in the applicant's own handwriting, 
addressed to Col. J. B. Fry, Provost Marshal 
General, Washington, D. C, which applies 

for an appointment as (stating what) in 

the Invalid Corps; and the letter will then 
go on to state in order as follows: 
1st. The time and place of the applicant's 
original muster into, United States service. 2d. 
What regiment and company. 3d. The pro- 
motions received and the dates thereof. 4th. 
The duties performed, specifying the marches 
and battles engaged in, if any. ">th. The dis- 
abilities incurred, and when incurred, and 
their nature. 6th. The number and length of 
furloughs or leaves of absence had, and the 
causes for which they were given. 7th. Date 
of discharge (\f out of service). 8th. Age and 
full postoffice address. 

This letter will be accompanied by the fol- 
lowing papers as testimonials: 

If the applicant be out of service, 1st. The 
ctrtificate of the surgeon of the Bjard ofrEn 
rolment of the Congressional district in which 
the applicant resides.'specifying the exact na- 
ture and degree of bis disability and its prob- 
able duration. 

2d. The original or a certified copy of an 
honorable discharge on account of -disability 
contracted in the line of duty, or, in case the 
applicant cannot furnish such a discharge pa- 
per, or if it does not state that the discharge 
was granted for disability contracted in the 
line of duty, then he must substitute a joint 
certificate from the surgeon and commanding 
officer of his regiment to tbe same effect. 
This same kind of joint certificate must be 
furnished when the applicant is still in ser- 
vice, and then it must embody the same in- 
formation that is required above from the sur- 
geon of the Board of Enrolment, and must 
also state that his disability was contracted in 
the line of duty and is such as would entitle 
him to an honorable discharge. 

3d. The applicant must furnish unqualified 
recommendations, testifying to his worth as a 
soldier and fitness for the position he seeks, to 
this extent at least: If he be now a First or 
Second Lieutenant in service, or retired from 
service with such rank, the recommendations 
of at least three of bis superior regimental 
officers must be furnished. If he be now in 
service, or retired therefrom with rank higher 
than that of First Lieutenant, he must furnish 
the recommendations of his superior regi- 
mental officers, if any there be, and, in addi- 
tion thereto, of his brigade and division com- 
manders. If these cannot be furnished by 
reason of the death of any or all his superior 
officers, the testimonials of other officers of 
equal rank will suffice. The recommenda- 
tions must be of a positive nature, based on 
personal knowledge of merit in the applicant, 
or on the endorsements of officers known to 
possess such personal knowledge. There can 
be no objection to adding to these necessary 
tesimonials such others as may be obtained- 
from officers of known merit. 

Applications, with all the papers connected 
therewith, will be forwarded, through the 
Acting Assistant Provost Marshal General for 
the State, to the Provost Marshal General of 
the United States. All the papers should be 
sent at one time, and they should comprehend 
everything; on which the applicant is willing 
to rest his chance of success. Verbal explana- 
tions to the Acting Assistant Provost Marshal 
General in regard to deficiencies in the papers 
are useless, and, if any explanation be con- 
sidered important, let them be given at the 
end of the letter of application, so that they 
may reach the Provost Marshal General him- 
self; and it would be well to give in a post- 
script a list of the papers sent as testimonials 
with the letter. 

All that is stated above applies simply to 
applications for commissions in the corps. In 
regard to transfers to the corps of enlisted 
uten, or admissions into the rank and file of 
the corps by enlistment, transfers from the ac- 
tive regiments are made by officers duly au- 
thorized without any effort on the part of the 
men ; but any one who has been honorably 
discharged from service for disability, and de- 
sires to enlist, may do so, thus: He will go to 
the office of the Provost Marshal of the district 
wherein he resides, where he will be examined 
by the Board of Enrolment to see if he is unfi t 
for active doty but fit for light duty, that he is 
meritorious and deserving, and has been hon- 
orably discharged for disability, and will get 
a certificate to this effect from the board. This 
he will take to the nearest Acting Assistant 
Provost Marshal General, who, after satisfy- 
ing himself that the man is worthy, and not 
intemperate, will enlist him and send him to 
the camp of rendezvous. 



There is a political significance in the 
appearance of a Russian fleet in the harbor of 
New York, which consists of the steam frigates 
Alexander, Peresviet, Variag, Almos, Iscum- 
voud, Iahout, Osliala, and Vitease, in all 
eight vessels, under the command of Rear 
Admiral Leasowsky. The unheralded arrival 
of these vessels in our waters is an assurance 
of the friendly feeling of the Czar towards our 
country and a gentle hint to England and 
France that there is another great naval pow- 
er to contend for the supremacy of the seas. 
It is probable that the immediate cause of 
their presence was to prevent them flom being 
blockaded in the Baltic in case of war, 
but it is understoood that the fleet 
will visit the Gulf of Mexico, and by 
thus being in the vicinity of Vera Cruz act as 
a check upon any warlike movements of 
France in Europe. The Emperor Louis Na- 
poleon will hardly venture to intermeddle 
with the Czar at home, while Russia has a 
powerful fleet of observation in the neighbor- 
hood of the French base of supplies in Mexico, 
at Vera Cruz and Tampico. Admiral Les- 
sowsky is well aware also that Bermuda and 
Nassau are well stored with cotton obtained 
on British account by running the blockade, 
and should John Bull get belligerent, he 
might lose it all before he could help himself. 
The situation grows interesting. 

t&~ Mr. Toombs, of Georgia, say3, that, 
when all is lost to the rebel cause, he will unite 
wilh those who have found honorable graves 
on the battle-field. This is perfectly charac- 
teristic of him. He held a command asa Gen- 
eral for some months in tbe rebel service but 
resigned on acconnt of some alleged dissatis- 
faction and went home to a placo of safety. 
It seems that he now intends to go back to the 
service when that service shall be utterly hope- 
less and when he can therefore do no good by 
joining it, but, till then, he means to stay where 
he is. A valuable champion of the rebel Con- 
federacy, to be sure. 



A Philadelphia paper speaks of Presi- 
dent Lincoln's last proclamation as "a home 
thrust." It would be well if the President 
could persuade a good many more of his pecu- 
liar friends to go into the field and make home 
thrusts there. But most of them evidently 
prefer that their home thrusting shall all be 
done at home; 

IgTThe Democrat speaks of the sending of 
reinforcements to Gen. Rosecrans as shutting 
the stable after the horse is gone. But we 
guess the horse is still there— ready to kick 
perhaps with a forty-horse- power.

We are very happy 
to make this correction, which is due to all 
concerned, and especially to the author.

If he is permitted to hold Chattanooga, 
then our victory will be without profit, and wo 
have only to mourn that so many brave men 
have died in vain ; and chitfiy that the gallant 
Gen. Hood has sealed his faith with his blosd. 
Rosecrans must not only be beaten in battle, 
but he must be de?'royed or driven from East 
Tennessee: otherwise the battle had as well 
not been fought If this strong-old is not 
wrenched from him now, it will hardly be 
hereafter. Jf he holds it, he holds a point 
dappui, from which he may at any moment 
strike at the very vitats of the Confederacy.

Two years ago our army was encamped at 
BowliDg Green, and our batteries on the 
beetling cliff of Columbus scowled defiance 
at Cairo; now we hold a position on the bor- 
ders of Georgia, and await the enemy's ad- 
vance in the interior of Mississippi — Chatta- 
nooga is in the enemy's band, and the line of 
the Tennessee, fortified by the hand of nature, 
and, as we are told, susceptible of defence by 
a small bedy of treops against a numerous 
army, has been yielded wilhjutan attempt at 
resistance. In a battle the loss on both sides 
is about equal; in a retreat it falls upon the 
relieatingaimy. 

The wily and cautious Rosecrans will not 
fight unless supported by superiority of num- 
bers. He risks nothing in the hone of bril- 
liant victory and rapid triumph. II is strategy 
is an epitome of the war. If Rcsscrans is to 
be defeated be must be attacked in the posi- 
tion where h" has lost no time in fortifying; 
himself. The confidence of soldiers in their 
leaders is essential to the success of an army. 
It may be unfortunate, but it is notorious 
that General Bragg has not succeeded in in- 
spiring bis army with this feeling. Cannot a 
suitable man be found to command the Army 
of the West, on a field where 60 heavy a stake 
is to be lost or won? 

[From tho Richmond Whig.] 

A fierce and bloody battle, lasting two days, 
has been fought on the Chickamauga river, a 
few miles Irom Chattanooga, between the 
forces of Bragg and Rosecrans. Thus far it 
i'as been indecisive, though the advantages 
are on onr side. Twenty pieces of artillery, 
twenty-five hundred prisoners, and the pos- 
session of the battle-field, are the evidences 
and fiuits of victory; but the situation of af- 
fairs in that quarter demand greatly more 
than this — Rosecrans's army must be destroy- 
ed or driven out, else we fight to but little 
purpose. His lines still confront ours, and 
unlets he can be routed he will be reinforced, 
when we will tall back, and Murfreesboro 
will be repeated. Gen. Bragg, of course, un- 
derstands this, and knows the necessity of 
pushing fats present advantage to a decisive 
result. Whether what he has done is im- 
portant, depends upon what he may yet do. 
The most complete and valuable victory of 
the war seems within his reach, if he' has 
strength and the will to grasp it. 

Gen. Burnside and his Ordeus — So much 
has been said about the neglect of Gen. Burn- 
side to reinforce Rosecrans prior to the late 
battles, that many are unwillingly disposed to 
believe that the former disobeyed positive or- 
ders to that effect. The facts, however, seem 
to be that Gen. Burnside was ordered to move 
up the East Tennessee valley to Virginia, and 
even into that State, and was not ordered to 
reinforce Rosecrans until the 14th inst , when 
the Government was advised that the enemy 
were about to attack the army of the Cumber- 
land in large foice. Almost insurmountable 
difficulties stood in the way of any rapid 
march of Burnside's forces down the valley.

New York, Oct 1. 
At a meeting of the Chamber of Commerca 
to-day, a report was made by the committee 
to examine the harbor defences, that a vessel 
would be esposed to a raking fire of eight 
hundred guns of the heaviest calibra in its 
passape into the harbor, and they didn't see 
now a hostile vessel could go through the nar- 
rows. The harbor is in a perfect state of de- 
fence. 

The reception given te the Russian officers 
was most enthusiastic. Fifteen regiments 
formed the escort, and the number of specta- 
tors along the route is said to have reached 
100,000. At the City Hall the official wel- 
come was tendered, and the guests reviewed 
tbe military. The whole affair passed off 
finely. 

A special to the Post from Washington says 
tbe Missouri delegation has had an interview 
with the President to-day. It is, however, 
considered certain that General Schofield will 
not be removed. 

The rebel assumption that General Burn- 
side was driven out of Joncsboro is false. If 
he withdrew it was for strategetic reasons. 

Gen. Robert Anderson states to the War 
Department tbat he has yet in his possession 
tbe flag he hauled down from Sumpter. It 
has never left his custody. 

Wasbisoton, Oct. 1. 

The Alexandria News says that Moseby, 
while on his way down on Monday with his 
gang of guerillas, passed within half a mile 
of a detached camp of the 2d Massachusetts 
Cavalry, whose headquarters are at Centre- 
ville. He seems to have no fears of his cap- 
ture, and finds little trouble in penetrating 
our lines. On Thursday last he captured, at 
Springfield, two teams of four mules each. 

Cairo, Oct. 1. 

The steamer Chouteau, which was damaged 
by fire below Columbus, Ky., a few days ago, 
arrived here to day. AU the Government 
freight was saved.

LovnoN, East Tennessee, Sept. y. J 

The long-mooted question has been settled, 
and a large Federal force, under the command 
of General Burnside, now holds |in peaceable 
possession the mostof East Tennessee. At our 
advance the foe fled with precipitation before 
ns. Tbey abandoned the most important 
points, which they had not only regarded as 
their Btrongbolds, but tbe abandonment of 
which involved the necessity of surrendering 
nearly the whole territory of Ea3t Tennessee, 
with all its defences of rivers and mountain 
fastnesses, which has been styled "the Swit- 
zerland of the Confederacy." In their hast to 
get away the enemy had only time to destroy 
the bridge and rolling stock of tbe railroad 
at this point, which had been previously 
prepared for conflagration. The man who 
applied the torch, which so suddenly wrapped 
in flames the magnificent structure which 
spanned the Holston river at this point, paid 
the forfeit of bis life for his reckless daring. 
A well-directed shot from one of the pieces of 
the 1st Tennessee battery sent him suddenly 

sundered and mangled corpse : . his final ac 
count. Among the stores left behind at this 
point and ou the line of railroad in this vicin- 
ity were several thousand bushels of wheat, 
a number of bags of salt, and a considenble 
quantity of new clothing. Between this point 
and Knoxville they left two locomotives and 
a number of freight cars, &c. 

The 23d army corps left their several places 
of rendezvous in Kentucky, and, nana; in 
three columns, entered this State at three dif- 
ferent points, formingsja, juuctiou at Mont- 
gomery, the county seat of Morgan. The 2J 
division of this corps moved from near Leba- 
non, Kentucky, on the 17th of August last, 
under command of Colonel O. H. Moore, of 
the 25th Michigan, and tbe 1st brigade of this 
division was under command of Col. Gault, 
of the IGth Kentucky, both of whom enjoyed 
the esteem and confidence, as was justly their 
due, of their respective commands. 

At Columbia, General White overtook the 
advancing column and assumed command of 
the division, Col. Moore beiog tbe Com- 
mandant of the first brigade. The obsticles 
in our way, especially in the esteem of the 
10th Kentucky, were regarded as trifling,com- 
pared to some of our former campaigns. This 
regiment had made two several campaigns 
through the mountains of Eastern Kentucky, 
extending their march to the Virginia line, on 
the headwaters of the Big Sandy River. They 
were agreeably surprised at the goodness of 
the roads, and the absence of anything like a 
really serious obstacle to the progress of the 
morch of the division or its accompanying 
train. 

Tbe mcst formidable difficulty encountered 
was in the ascent of the mountain this side of 
the Cumberland River, where the artillery 
wagons, and all those comprising our extend- 
ed train, required the aid of a weil-mvined 
I rolong to be fastened to them, that thay 
might be hauled up the steep ascent and over 
the shelving rocks, which looked so defiant in 
the ir aspect. The ICib Kentucky had award- 
ed ber tbe lion's share of this labor, which was 
performed with »;will by the brave hearts ami 
stout hands of our boy . J , who seemed "tohave 
a micd to the work, which was sncces>fully 
performed, under the supervision of our in- 
domitable Major, Sam. White. 

We entered the State of Tennessee about 
six miles this side of Albany, once a flourish- 
ing countyseat, but now a deserted and dilap- 
idated place, which hus been, to the extent of 
his desire, the headquarters of that most infa- 
mous, thieving, cutthroat brigand chief.Champ 
Ferguson. We made the ascent of the Cum- 
berland Mountain without much difficulty, 
and fiom this onward our roads, with but 
little exception, were good. 

We had not extended our march far into the 
State before we had evidence of the preva- 
lence of the most intense loyalty, and, in 
consequence, the most severe suffering. We 
had previously seen nothing like it. It is 
unconditional, and without reg.ird to any of 
those questions of policy which have been . o 
damaging to the unity of the Union men in 
Kentucky, and of which the masies here are 
tli.-tfully ignorant. They kindle into rapture 
at the sight of our advancing columns, aad 
are moved to tears at the sight of tbe Stars 
and Stripes, that "banner of beauty and 
glory," which symbolizes tbe institutions of 
our country. We were hailed with tears of 
joy and with shouts of rapture as their deliv- 
erers and defenders. Notwithstanding the 
many vacant, deaerted houses, the mmy ex- 
iles from their homes, which has resulted in 
so extensive a depletion of population, there 
were groups of men, women, and children at 
every turn to greet us with expressions of joy 
and gratitude, and to tell of wrongs and suf- 
ferings which were calculated to touch the 
hardest heart and to make the ear to tingle. 

Never, perhaps, has patriotism and wrath 
been to combined — gratitude and vengeance 
so commingled in expression, as by this loyal, 
down-trodden, and long-suffering people. It 
would be impossible to narrate the numerous 
incidents of interest in tbu connection of 
which we were witnesses. One or two may 
serve as illustrations of their unrestrained and 
rustic manner in the expression of their feel- 
ings. 

On the day we left Montgomery, the head 
of our column was startled by the voice of an 
aged woman, shouting "Glory to God in the 
hifibest!'' whilst, with streaming eyes, she ex- 
p-eesed her gratitude that she had lived to 
see the deliverers ot her State, and, with clasp- 
ed bands, as she pursued our advancing com- 
mand, she prayed most fervently that the God 
of battles would be with us to prosper and 
defend and preserve ns. Her petitions were 
ever and anon interrupted by the narration of 
her suffering, which wns made only tbe more 
telling by the presence of her husband, who 
limped behind her, as he leaned with one 
batd upon a staff, whilst the other rested 
upon tbe thigh of his wounded leg, which was 
made to support more than its wonted share 
of I is body, he having been severely wounded 
in tbe other leg by some dastardly prowling 
rebel, by which he was made a cripple 
for life. She would appeal to him for 
tbe confirmation of the truth of her state- 
ments in regard to their sufferings, and then 
point him to onr soldiery as those who would 
avenge his wrongs and be bis future security 
and defence. At one time, beiog near Major- 
General Hartsuff, whom she readily recogniz- 
ed as chief in command, she male him the sub- 
ject of her petition, which he acknowledged 
by respectfully lifting his hat from his head 
and holding it in his hand the while. Taking 
the scene altogether, it was an intere3tingand 
moving exhibition of patriotism, gratitude, 
and keen sense of wrongs endured, which, in 
her esteem, called for vengeance. 

A scene somewhat similar occurred the 
same day, by another family and group of 
friends, who, amid shouts of welcome to the 
''Yankees," extended the warm hand of 
friendly greeting to the soldiers, as they pass- 
ed, until the eyes of an old lady rested upon a 
prisoner, in our custody, whom she reeoguiz- 
ed as the despoiler of her peace acd home. 
She told him of the wrongs she and hers had 
suffered at his hands; how he had driven her 
husband and herself from their home; how 
he had bunted her son like a wild animal 



through the mountains, until he was driven 
from the State. She upbraided him with his 
thetts and murders, imploring us in the name 
of everything sacred not to release him. 

In the above I have simply given a detail of 
facts, and written no one line for the purpose 
of sensation. I have not detailed the extent 
to which the loyal men have been robbed of 
their bats and shoes which have been taken 
from their beads and feet, and have even had 
their pentaloons taken off them to cover the 
nekedness of the rebel soldiers, and, in the 
absence of other goods, they have been com- 
pelled to make themselves wearing apparel 
necessary for immediate use out of their bed- 
clothes. More than half the population of tbe 
counties through which we passed, as we met 
them, were without shoes — both men and wo- 
men, old and young, faring alike in this re- 
gard. How they can be supplied for the win- 
ter I cannot see. The health of our troops is 
excellent. The people here are jubilant at 
our presence, and if this people are not pro- 
tected in their persons and property, it will be 
no fault ol General Burnside. 

MORE ANON. 

TsmtiriLE Tragedy in Canada.— A tragedy 
arising from conjugal jealousy occurred in tne 
township of Bayham, Elgin county, Canada, 
last week, which has created intense sensation 
in and about, the locality of its enactment. 
The facts, as far as we can learn, are as fol- 
lows: A small cottage and farm of twelve 
acres, one mile and a half from Vienna, is oc- 
cupied by a man named Ward, who is a retired 
navy captain. He has been, though many 
years married, a confirmed libertine. Domes- 
tic btoils were tbe consequence. His wife, as 
high-toned as be himself, charged him with 
infidelity to her; be retorted with upbraidings 
for jtalousy and lack of confidence in him. 
Recently, while Ward was at Toronto, Mrs. 
Watd received an anonymous communication 
assuring her that ber husband bad sold the 
property, and had made arrangements to leave 
for Fnglaud, accompanied by his paramour, 
leaving herself and daughter destitute, and 
that It was his intention to come back from 
Toronto in a day or two, take what plate and 
valuables she might possess, and leave in the 
night. She at once determined on a woman's 
revenge. Procuring a revolver, she loaded 
three of the barrels with ball, and secreted it 
in her room, her husband being expected 
home tbe next day. She next went to Vienna 
and purchased half a pound of arsenic, saying 
it was to poison rats, which she placed in her 
bedroom. 

Matters had proceeded thus, and hsr husband 
returned as expected, when Mrs. Ward rushed 
into bis presence, and asked bim why he was 
going to desert the family. He replied eva- 
sively, and to the effect that 4 'he would go 
where she would not follow him." Tbe words 
scarce came out of his mouth, when she drew 
tbe revolver, taking aim at his shoulder. Tbe 
ball passed through the flesh, lodging in the 
opposite wall. She fired the other two bairels 
in rapid succession, but missed : and, although 
felled to the ground by the fir.* shot, Ward 
quickly escaped out of the house. The en- 
retrrd woman, having flung down the pistol, 
rushed up stairs, and swallowed the arsenic, 
which she bad previously mixed in a tumbler 
of water cad pushed at her bed-side. She ex- 
pired in four hours after, in tbe greatest agony. 
Ward never came back to the liouse till after 
bis wife was buried, and is said to express sat- 
isfaction at being rid of her. — Toronto Leader.

IXTBACT. 

The Louisville A Nashville Railroad being 
.nable to obtain sufficient labor to supply 
the road with the quantity of firewood re- 
paired to do government business, it becomes 
necessary to impress five hundred (500) ne- 
groes from the negro population ef the 
counties through which the road passes, and 
in which the firewood is required. By di- 
rection of Department Headquarters, the draft 
is to be made in the same manner as directed 
by General Orders No. 41, from these head- 
quarters of August 10th. The commander of 
the post at Russellville will impress the ne- 
groes in Logan and Todd counties, and 
the commaader of the post at Bowling Green 
will impress the negroes in Warren 
and Simpson counties. The command- 
er of the post at Munfordville will im- 
press the negroes in Hart, Barren, and 
Hardin counties, and they are hereby charged 
with the execution of this order. 

The authorities of the railroad company are 
to inform the commanders of said posts of the 
quantity of wood required in each locality, 
and the number of men and teams required 
to get out the same. The men and teams im- 
pressed shall be placed in charge of the rail- 
road company, woo shall pay the owners of 
the same a reasonable compensation for the 
services rendered. Upon the proper certificate 
of the railroad company's officer exemption 
Bhall be given to the negroes of those parties 
who have agreed to furnish the railroad com- 
pany with firewood, also to those who may 
prefer to hire their negroes to parties having 
a contract with the railroad company for the 
delivery of wood. For every 20 cords of fire- 
wood to be delivered by contract per month 
one negro shall be exempted, negroes im- 
pressed under this order shall also be exempt- 
ed from work on military railroads in other 
parts of the State, for which a draft will be 
made hereafter. The railroad company shall 
have the right to use any wood along the line 
of the railroad by paying to the owners there- 
of a fair compensation. This order is 
also applicable to the counties of Bullitt, 
Nelson, and Jefferson, and Lieut. Col. J. N. 
Stiles, 63d Indiana volunteers, commanding 
at Shepherdsville, is charged with the execu- 
tion of it in those counties.

In case a person has more than 
one and less than tour, one is to be impressed.
